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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment/Arguments 

1. This Office Action is in response to the communication filed on July 17*, 2006. Claims 
10, 19-20, 29-30, 44, 52-53 and 63-64 are now pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 10, 19-20, 29-30, 44, 52-53 and 63-64 are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Claims 10, 19-20, 29-30, 44, 52-53 and 63-64 are considered allowable since when 
reading the claims in light of the specification, none of the references of record-alone or in 
combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in the independent 
claims including. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Many references in the art disclose about the quality of service in the telecommunication. 
Most of those references, such as the earlier publication and its corresponding patent documents 
that found in Ho et al (U.S.7,068,632; U.S.7,039,032; U.S.7,03 1,287; U.S.6,999,442; 
U.S. 6,970,422), Ho, Jin-Meng (U.S. 7,068,633), which are comprising the architectural reference 
models for QoS-Driven with different inventive entities in the wireless LAN communication. 
But no prior art reference utilizes the Home Phoneline Network Association 'HPNA' network, in 
that the Quality of Service Management entity 'QME' and the admission control entity 'ACE 5 of 
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the outband signaling model media control 'MC terminal provides an end-to-end QoS message, 
by passing the QoS parameters from higher layer to the lower layers of the HPNA network. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
